The Board of Supervisors convened in adjourned session, members present Chair
Creston Schubert, Raymond Drey and Rhett Leonard.

Minutes of the meeting held October 29, 2019 were read and approved.

County Engineer Jeff Williams presented an Ida County Work Permit for LaDon Johnson
for ditch cleaning along Lot A in Section 12/89/39. Drey moved and Leonard seconded a
motion to approve and authorize the Chair to sign said permit. Motion carried, all voting
Aye.

Leonard moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign and IDOT agreement for
County Bridge Federal Aid Swap Funding for a bridge structure located at 310th St. over a
tributary to the Soldier River-Structure 185520. Drey seconded the motion and it carried,
all voting Aye.

A motion by Leonard and seconded by Schubert to approve and authorize the Chair to
sign an IDOT agreement for County Bridge Federal Aid Swap Funding for a bridge located at

Keystone Ave-Structure 187320. Motion carried, all voting Aye.
Drey moved to approve Title Sheet Plans for a twin box culvert replacement located
in Section 9 of Galva Township/Keystone Ave/120th St. Leonard seconded a motion and it

carried, all voting Aye.

Leonard moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign a claim for Cedar Valley-
M31 project in the amount of $67,168.55. Drey seconded the motion and it carried, all
voting Aye.

Godbersen-Smith
Construction $280,789.00; Nelson & Rock-$358,809.55; Krohnke Construction-$251,504.80; and
L.A. Carlson-$308,755.50. Drey moved and Leonard seconded a motion to accept the low bid
and award the contract to Kronhnke Construction on both projects. Motion carried, all
voting Aye.
